shackle free speech. 


"A large number of faculty men 


believe the board violated the prin- 
ciple of academic freedom," In pre- 
vious action "and the subsequent 
dismissal of Dr. Herbert A. Miller 
has confirmed 
this belief," 
the 


statement said. 


ISSUE STATEMENT 


Faculty members who issued to- 


day's statement said they did so 
because they wanted their side of 
the question understood. They said 
the action was taken only because 
their original protest was withheld 
by the president and the trustees. 


The entire statement was a pro- 


test against a rebuke administered 
to the faculty for assisting a 
student campaign against military 
drill and against the dismissal of 
Dr. Miller, who trustees said 
taught courses in a way that 
proved objectionable to many par- 
ents.

adjustment should be made In the 
manner of living. The consumption 
of meats, sweets and starchy foods 
should bo decreased. 
Fruits and 
vegetables, particularly lettuce, to- 
matoes, carrots, oyster plant, celery 
and parsnips should be Important 
factors in the diet. These itpms will 
aid in overcoming- constipation and 
they will supply the necessary nour- 
ishment. 
Water should be taken between 
meais. although there is no objec- 
tion to a moderate amount at meals. 
Water should never be substituted 
for proper chewing of tho food. 
It 
should not be used to wash down the 
food, but should be considered as a 
necessary part of the dally diet. Six 
to eight glasses of water should be 
consumed dally. 
Individuals of this age tend to- 
ward kidney affections, hardening of 
the arteries, and to other degenera- 
tive changes. It IB important, there- 
fore, that salt be used In modera- 
tion. 
Highly seasoned food should 


be omitted from the diet 
Cold baths should b« avoided un- 
lesa the Individual has been accus- 
tomed to taking them during bin en- 
tire life. 
Individuals beyond forty 


should never indulge In strenuous 
competitive exercises. 
However, habits of regular out- 
door exercise, particularly walking, 
golf, hill climbing, rowing, hunting 
and' other outdoor sports, are per- 
missible. 
No exercise should be 
taken that results in over exertion 
or fatigue

cal order, that is to say, if a part 
is in absolutely perfect condition, 
it receives a grade of 100 percent 
and if not it receives a lower grade, 
ranging from 90 to 50, depending 
upon the amount of defects. 
At 


the end of the. examination the 
mother is explained the number of 
defects found and in what condi- 
tion each defect is. 
She is also 


given a fully detailed report of the 
physical, dental and mental find- 
ings of the child, with a recom- 
mendation to consult her family 
physician, and dentist for defects 
found. 


Thus the family physican and 


dentists have excellent chances to 
correct these defects 
during the 


summer months, and have the child 
in 100 percent condition by the 
time to enter school in the fall.
